Also, at Niles,a 
very large crowd were in waiting, where an- 
other salute was fired.

tions between Youngstown and Cleveland.

¢r\ub pie, the Governor ot 
Vania says: ‘‘It is apparent to 
under the present system the bankruptev of 
our larger cities is only a question of time. 
In this gloomy pre-eminence Pennsylvania is 
notefone. One daydater Governor Robinson, 
of New York, said: Ihe peopie of this State 
lave played with debt, and courted taxation, 
ns if tor pastime. Many towns almost buried 
themselves with bonds, issued for railroads 
which have never been built,and covered their 
farms with mortgages for whichthey have re 
ceived no consideration, Now thatthe illasion 
is gone, they are deploring the mistortunes in 
whichit bus invoived them. Some of them are 
even hinting at the dishonor of repudi ttion.’’ 
Governor McClelland#of New Jersey ,ion speaking 
of the municipal probiem in that State, savs: 
In some of our cities the problem is very 
Serious and difficult ot solution, ani deinands 
the utmost wisdom, so heavy isthe burden of 
debt, so grievous the taxation.’’ 

These expressions are trom the Governors of 
Eastern States. A Governor of Missouri has 
never been foreed to almit that 'the bank 
lerger cities is only a question 
ottime,’’ but it u said by the G 
Pennsylvania, The truth is, there is more 
ger ofrepudiution inthe . than there 
the West.

Many otthe bonds defar 
have been compromised. Most of the defaults 
in Illinois are of recent date. It is estimated 
that default has been made upon about 
$1,000,000 of county, city andtownsbip bonds 
in Illinois during the last sixty days. There is 
hardly a countyin Southern Illinois that is 
now paying the interest on. its bonds. 
Even the city of Springfleid, the capital of the 
State has hada slight attack of repudiation. 
It has made defaultin the payment of inter- 
est on about $400, 000)fof bonds because the peo- 
ple bave refused to pay taxes for that purpose. 
This is square out repudiation, not by thecity 
officia's, but by the people themselves. 
There is much less excuse tor the people of II 
jinois to default on their local bonds than for 
the people of Missouri to do so, for there is not 
a county in IIlinois that ever voted «ny bonds 
to a railroad that did not get the railroad, but 
in Missouri there are numbers of counties such 
asst. Clair, Benton, and many others, that 
could be named, that gave bonds for 
railroads that have not been built. There is 
unother difference between Illinois and Mis- 
sour. In Missouri there was formerly a law 
that permitted the County Court to issue 
bonds, and most of these upon which defauls 
bes been made in the State were issued in that 
way, but im Illinois no county, city or town- 
ship bonds were issued, except by a vote of the 
people. 

The loca) debt of Lilinois, outside of Chigago, 
is about $24,000,000. Of this 58,500,000, or 
over one-third, has been defauited on. . 

It is proper to remark in this connection that 
the good Republican state of Minnesota has 
over $2,000,000 of railroad bonds which she 
utterly refuses to pay. It consists of some bonds 
issued some twenty years ago, sand upon 
which interest was never paid but once. Two 
years ago a compromise was proposed the 
terms of which provided that the original 7 per 
cent bonds should be replaced by 6 per cent 
bonds. The proposition was submitted to a 
vote of the whole peopte of the State and they 
voted it down and bave not since given any in- 
dicution that they are willing to pay the debt.

Execution of Charies Glass at Cairo. 

CAIRO, IEL., September 16.—Charles Glass, 
the negro who murdered Carter Newman, also 
colored, was executed at Cairo, III., this 
afternoon. The crime tor which he suffered 
death was committed on the 23d of last March. 
Glass, with a woman named Ruth Brown, kept 
a boarding house, and Newman board- 
ed with them. At the end ot 
two weeks Newman and Ruth were 
suspected by Glass of being too intimate, and 


as Newman was the better man of the two, 
physically, Glass was cautious enough for 
a while to show no sign of the growing hatred 
tor the man who was capturing the affections 
of his woman. Finally a personal encounter 
ensued and Glass was badly worsted. New- 
man sought another boarding house, but 
would ovcasionally visit the house he had just 
left. On the day of the murder Glass 
came home and found Newman talking with 
Ruth and Mrs. Mehinnev. one of his boarders. 
It was the intention of Nemnan to slup on a 
steamer that afternoon. Ille went to his room, 
saving that he was going to take a nab, and 
requested that he be awakened when the boat 
whistied. The women shorly sfterward left 
the house tor the purpose of visiting a 
photograph tent. Glass went to the room ot 
Newman, found him asicep, and with an axe 
dasbed out his brains. He put the axe bebind 
the door, walked down the street, and sur- 
rendered to some men he met, acknowledging 
the commission of the crime. An effort was 
made tor a new trial without effect, and 
to-day the criminal suffered death with appar- 
ent indifference.

Conductors on Olive Street Armed 


With Registers. 


Smoking or No Smoking, and the All- 
Night Controversy. 


The conduetors On thé Olive streft line hayé 
all been provided with the Horuum Patent 
Register, or, as it is more usually called, the 
bell‘punch. None of the  conduttors 
like their new badge of office, as they say that 
it is an advertisement that they are aclass of 
thieves who haveto be watched at all times 
and by everybody, and they claim also that it 
is just as easy to steal with the bell-punch as it 
hes been hitherto without it. 

The punch has been in use on the Cass 
avenue line for the last six months, and there is 
said to be considerable twitting among the 
conductors of the different lines on the sub- 
ject. 

Some time this week, as soon as more of the 
instruments arrive, the conductors of the 
Market street line will als be 
provided, and Mr. Horne, the general agent 
of the Register Manufacturing Company,states 
that at least two-thirds of the roads of the city 
will have the register in use before sixty days. 

THE REGISTEKS 
are not sold to the companies using them, but 
rented for ten cents a day; hence the Olive 
Sticet line, which is now running twenty-two 
curs, pays $2 20 daily for their use. 

At the oftice of the company it was statedſthat 
the register had not been introduced because of 
suspected peculation among their employes 
#0 much as fer the purpose of stopping dead- 
head rides; if every time a conductor treats a 
friend to a ride he has it to pay for, 
they think the chances are that 


free riding will not flourish as it did. 

Mr. Horne, the agent selling the register, 
took one of them te pieces and ex- 
hibited the internal arrangement 
of the machine to a Postr-Dis raren reporter. 
The dial in front is moved one number tor- 
ward and the bell rung by one downward pull 
ot the button at the bottom. At 
the same time 1 concealed dial in 
the back of the instrument, which records 
up to 10,000, is moved one figure forward. The 
visible dial only marks up to 100, when it must 
be turned buck to zero. Ine number of the 
trip and the direction are also recorded.

This color isso pronounced that it immedi— 
ately strikes the eye even of one who is un- 
accustomed to the use ofa telese ope. Tt is 
not fiery, but somewhat resembles the 
red glow observed in clots of molten metal 
when cooling. 

The position of the spot is hardly less re- 
markable thanits color. There is a striking dif- 
erence in the tint of the two equatorial belts, 
the northern being of a reddish purple, and 
the Southern gray. Curiously enough the 
great spot adjoins the southern belt instead 
of the one it most resembles in color, and this 
gives it a striking appearance of isolation. It 
is as if a piece of the northern belt had been 
carried across its gray neighbor, and thrown 
down upon the w bite surface far beyond it, 
undergoing atthe same time a cons iderable 
change of hue. 

The enormous size of the strange spot is 
another marvelous circumstance, especially 
when it is remembered that it made its ap- 

earance quite suddenly, and, as may be in- 
ferred from the history of previous great 
spots on Jupiter, is liable to disappear with 
equal swiftness. A simple measurement 
shows that this spot probably covers no less 
than sixty million square miles, an area far 
exceeding that of all the continents and 
islands of our globe combined. 

Another peculiar feature is the seeming re- 

ulsion between the spot and the great south 

elt. In the longitude of the spot there is a 

erceptible norrowing of the belt, and a bend- 

ng away from the neighborhood "of the spot 
as if in obedience to some repellent foree. If 
the spot were assumed to be the culminating 
point of an extensive elevation of the plauet’s 
surface. this appearance might be aecounted 
for by the tipping of the belt in passing across 
one face of the elevation. 

What this great spot is, and precisely what 
form of physical activity it represents, are 
questions to which astronomers would proba- 
bly hesitate to give a decided answer.

Trade is active in all 
lines. 
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The Pacitic Coast Crops. 
The san Francisco Commercial Herald 
The quality of this scason's wheat continues 
to be very disappointing, aud falls very much 
below the expectations of those engaged in the 
business. During the past month the grain 
standard Committee of the San Francisco Pro- 
duce Exchange has had numerous meetings 
and, alter a great deal of labor, fixed the 
standards for Nos. 1 and 2 wheat this “season. 
The No. 1 standard materially beiow the 
quality of the same standard last year; and, 
we think, justly so, as, this year, there is very 
little really choice wheat in California: and, as 
even last year this standard was of scarcely any 
practical value, for only very few cargoes were 
shipped which came up tothe No. 1 standard. 
The weight of the No. 1 standard for 1879 and 
1880 is about 61% pounds per bushel, andthe 
wheatis all sound und plump, containing only 
a slight admixture of extraneous substane as, 
such as oats, barley, chess, ete., and it will be 
more practic able to ship cargoes of this grado 
than of last year’s standard. The No, 2 grade 
for the present season is about thé same qua}- 
ity as last year, being perhaps of slightty 
better color, hut containing rather more 
foreign substances. The weight is 60 pounds 
ver b ushel, or exactly the same as the weight 
or the same grade last vear. The No. 3 
standard bas not yet been made up, but will 
doubtless show much better duality than the 
fame grade of the past season. We have no 
reason to change our former estimates of this 
year’s wheat crop in California, but regret 
having toreport that the crops in Oregon, 
especially the spring wheatin the W illamette 
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Valley, have been severely injured by rust in 
the-early part of August. The extent 
of such damage is estimuted at from 10 to 20 
per cent of the whole crop, but we feelsafe in 
stating that probably the lower cstimate of 
damages is the more correct one. We have re- 
ceived samples of this injured wheat, ani must 
say that wheat like these samples is almost un 
nt ſor export, us it is so badly shriveled and 
Ainched that it contains but little flour. The 
alla Walla wheat tlie season appears to be 
of very fine quality, and we expect that this 
kind of wheut will become better liked by Eu- 
ropean millers. This is already the case with 
millers here who havo commenced using Walla 
Wella wheat, and who generally think it an ex- 
cellent wheat it mixed. with California wheat, 
as it gives strengthto the flour. The export 
movement from Oregou isonly just ee eee 
ing, and so far hardly ary Wilamette Valley 
has come to marke t, While the receipts of Wulla 
Wella wheat gg! gate au couple of thousand 
ons.

FRANKLIN'S FIX. 
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Judge Krekel Says the County 


Must Pay its Bonds.

The Franklin Road Bonds in the U. S. Court 
—A Lively Time. 


In the United States Circuit Court, after one 
or two minor matters had been disposed of, 
the matter of the Fourth National Bank of St. 
Louis vs. the County Court of Frank- 
lin county came up. The de- 
fendants, Messrs. Ming, Coleman and 
Terschluse, who are County Judges of Frank- 
lin county, were in courtin answer to a per- 
emptory writ, to show cause why they should 
not be judged in contempt. 

This case of Franklin county has been in 
court for nearly ten years. It is a 
sniton bonds which were issned in 1867 for 
the purpose of raising money to construct 
roads through the county. They were issued 
without receiving the sanetion of a vote of 
the people as required by law. The 
contractors who undertook to construct the 
roads were Messrs. Budd and Decker, and it 
was shown that some of the County Judges 
who issued the bonds were interested; in faet, 
the whole thing was a swindle anda traud. 
As the bonds, however, passed into 
the hands of innocent holders, in March,1868, 
the State Legislature passed an act whieh le- 
galizedthem. The total umount of the bonds 
is $250,000, but the people of Franklin county 
bave refused to pay either primeipal or inter- 
est, and the latter now amounts to more than 
the former. 

It is said that these roads have cost $13,750 
per mile to construct. Suits, of course. were 
brought by the holders of the bonds against 
the county, and twiee the case 
has been before the U. S. Su- 
preme Court and once before the Supreme 
Court of Missouri. This present suit, which 
brings the matter immediately before the eourt, 
was for $60,000. Judgment was rendered 
against Franklin county tor that ameunt, 
and the judges were advised to 
levy a tax forthwith. They tailed 
to do 60, and accordingly a paremptosy writ 
to show eause why they failed to comply 
with that mandate was issued, and it 
was in answer to that 
that the defendants appeared to-day. 
The Fourth National Bank was represented 
by Mr. Taussig, and the defendants by Mr. 
Crews.

Tothe Honorable the Judges of the Circuit

These respondents, James M. Ming, 
son Coleman and Hlenry W. Terschluse, 
mene to the order of this Court made 
luth day of July, 1879, and severally served 
upon them, commanding them to appear 
before this Court on the 14th day ot September, 
1879, and show cause why they should not he 
attached for contempt tor failing to comply 
with the peremptory writ of mandamus here- 
totore issued in this cause, 
sey 

That they are tne Judges of the County 0 Hurt 
offrankhin county, Missouri, and have been 
since the first of Janmary, 1879; that said 
peremptory writ of mandamus was never 
served upon them noreither of them. that 
they were advised and understood and believed 
that a personal service of such awrit shouid 
be made upon them betore 
quired to obey it, and not until about the 
month of May and atter they had made 
the preliminary orders required dy law with 
respect tothe ordinary county revenue, were 
they informed that it had been decided by the 
Supreme Court of the United States thatthe 
sei vice of such a writ made upon their prede- 
cessors in office superseded the necessity of a 
personal service upon them; that thereupon, 
being advised to do so, they proceeded to obey 
the mandates of this court in the manner aud 
as directed by the Paws of this State for the as- 
sessment and levy of taxes by county 
eourts, and caused an order to be 
made requiring the Prosecuting Attorney 
of Franklin county to appiy to the Judge of the 
Circuit Court of said county for an order to 
proceed to assess and levy said taxes designut- 
ec in said writ; that no such order was inade 
by the Circuit Court of said county, nor have 
these respondents any official knowledge that 

the same was applied for by said Prosecuting 
Attorney of said county, whose duty it wus to 
make the application and who was ordered by 
them so to do; that, without such order, 
their proceedings in the premises, un- 
der the laws of this State, would 
be null and void, their oftices vacated and 
themselves subjected to fine and imprison.

These re spondents respectfully state that they 
have acted in good faith, according to their 
best judement as to the effect ot the laws 
governing them, and under which they pro- 
ceeded, and their legal liability, and if they 
have erred itisthrough a mistaken judgment; 
they disciaim any intention whatever of con- 
tempt or disrespect for this honorabie Court, 
but they submit that, holding oflice as they do 
solely tor the public and not for any 
emoiument or benetit to themselves, they 
should not be required to perform an act in 
contravention of the laws of the State, which 
they have soiemniy sworn to support and 
Obey; that they shouid not be called upon to 
impose a burden upon the tax-payers ot their 
county which, however sanctified by 
the courts, they know to be ruinous,

And in case property is not tendered 
within the time specified, the buyer may, at 
his option,consider the sale as annulled,or may 
purchase the property onthe next business 
day aiter such sale, and any difterence in price 
shall be paid by the seller in default.
